HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 

St.  Stephen's  College  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  need,  the  satis- 
faction of  a  want. 

The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  had,  for 
many  years,  been  bestowing  its  bounty  on  scholars  scattered 
about  in  various  institutions,  where,  in  many  cases,  they  failed 
to  receive  Church  training,  and  were  attracted  from  the  study 
of  the  ministry  to  secular  pursuits. 

Bishop  Wainwright  and  Bishop  Horatio  Potter  both  sug- 
gested the  need  of  a  Training-School  in  this  Diocese,  where 
young  men  could  be  educated  at  small  cost,  amid  healthful  sur- 
roundings, and  under  Church  influences,  and  prepared  to  enter 
upon  their  theological  studies. 

The  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  now  Bishop  of  Springfield, 
was  conducting  a  school  at  Annandale,  in  connection  with  his 
parochial  work,  and  included  among  his  pupils  some  young  men 
who  were  preparing  for  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
Bishop  Potter  suggested  that  this  might  be  made  the  nucleus  of 
the  proposed  Training-School. 

The  interest  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Bard  was  enlisted  in  the 
project.  After  several  conferences  between  Mr.  Bard  and  com- 
mittees appointed  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  the  Society 
for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning,  a  tripartite  agreement 
was  made. 

Mr.  Bard  agreed  to  convey  to  the  College  the  beautiful  ston  e 
church  which  he  had  erected,  the  parish  school-house,  some 
eighteen  acres  of  land,  and  other  property,  valued  in  all  at  sixty 
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thousand  dollars,  and  to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  one 
thousand  dollars  during  his  life  and  ability. 

The  Diocese,  assembled  in  Convention  in  1859,  adopted  the 
following  resolutions  : 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  hereby  tender  the  thanks 
of  the  Church  to  John  Bard,  of  Annandale,  for  his  generous 
establishment  and  endowment  of  a  Training-School,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recognize  the  Training- 
School  at  Annandale  as  a  Diocesan  institution,  and  worthy  of 
the  confidence  and  patronage  of  Churchmen. 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Training-School  and 
College  be  requested  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Bishop 
and  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  read,  and  to  be  entered 
upon  the  Journal  of  the  Convention." 

The  Diocese  was  brought  into  an  organic  relation  with  the 
College  by  appointing  a  member  of  its  Standing  Committee  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College. 
The  present  member  is  Hermon  C.  Von  Post,  Esq. 

The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  provided, 
in  like  manner,  that  they  should  have  an  intimate  relation  with, 
and  knowledge  of,  the  operations  of  the  College,  by  having  two 
leading  officers  of  their  Board,  the  Superintendent  and  Treas- 
urer, ex-officio  members  in  the  new  Board  of  Trustees.  Their 
present  representatives  are  the  Rev.  Dr.  Body,  and  William 
Harison,  Esq.  The  Society  has  always  been  a  generous  bene- 
factor of  the  College,  contributing  to  the  salaries  of  the  profes- 
sors, as  well  as  providing  scholarships  for  the  students. 

The  Hon.  John  V.  L.  Pruyn,  LL.D.,  obtained  from  the 
Legislature,  on  the  20th  of  March,  1860,  a  charter  or  Act  of  In- 
corporation which  conferred  upon  the  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's 
College  full  collegiate  powers  and  privileges.  The  Trustees 
organized  under  the  charter,  April  11th,  1860,  and  appointed 
the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  Warden.  He  resigned  the  office, 
the  following  year,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Richey.  Two  years  later,  Dr.  Richey  resigned,  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  B.  Fairbairn,  who  had  been  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy  the  previous  year,  was  chosen  as  his 
successor.  During  his  long  and  able  Wardenship  of  thirty- 
five  years,   the   College  increased  in  numbers  and  influence.

Valuable  buildings  were  erected,  endowments  were  secured, 
and  students  were  attracted  to  the  College  from  all  parts  of  the 
country.  There  are  now  some  three  hundred  persons  engaged 
in  the  active  work  of  the  ministry  or  pursuing  their  theological 
studies  who  were  educated  at  St.  Stephen's  College. 


The  object  which  was  sought  in  the  establishment  of  St. 
Stephen's  College  was  the  education  of  the  young  men  who  had 
devoted  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the  church.  It  was  after- 
wards opened  to  any  who  would  not  disturb  the  general  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  originally  instituted.  The  education  was 
to  be  the  same  as  that  in  the  most  important  colleges  of  New 
England  and  the  Middle  States.  There  was  to  be  no  theology 
taught,  except  as  it  is  taught  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday,  but  the 
arrangements  were  to  be  such  as  are  suitable  and  proper  for 
young  men  intending  to  enter  the  sacred  ministry.  It  was  to 
be  such  as  would  keep  before  the  young  man  the  great  object 
to  which  he  had  devoted  his  life. 

As  almost  all  the  students  at  St.  Stephen's  are  looking  for- 
ward to  the  study  of  theology,  the  curriculum  is  arranged  with 
respect  to  that  purpose.  The  subjects  which  the  clerical  pro- 
fession calls  for  are  the  Ancient  Languages  and  Literature, 
especially  Greek,  Rhetoric  and  Logic,  History,  the  English 
Language,  the  Philosophy  of  the  Human  Mind  and  of  the  Moral 
Nature ;  also  Mathematics  and  the  Philosophy  of  Material 
Nature.  This  same  course  could  be  chosen  in  the  older  and 
larger  colleges.  The  difference  is  that  in  St.  Stephen's  the 
young  man  is  confined  to  this  course,  while  in  other  colleges  he 
could  vary  it  or  give  a  wholly  different  character  to  it.  It  may 
be  that  the  elective  system  is  suitable  for  men  looking  forward 
to  various  occupations  in  life,  but  for  those  looking  forward  to 
the  clerical  profession,  this  course  at  Annandale  is  perhaps  quite 
as  desirable.  They  both  reach  the  same  object — liberal  educa- 
tion— as  a  preparation  for  entering  upon  professional  duties. 

Special  Course. — There  is,  every  year,  a  number  of  young 
men  who  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty  to  twenty-five,  who 
give  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  sacred  ministry.  The 
Church  does  not  impose  upon  such  a  full  collegiate  course — a 
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liberal  education — before  she  allows  them  to  enter  one  of  her 
schools  of  theology.  There  is  a  special  course,  which  is  pre- 
scribed in  her  canons,  and  which,  in  our  curriculum,  stands  in 
the  same  relation  to  the  course  for  a  B.  A.  that  the  scientific 
course  does,  in  many  colleges,  to  their  full  course.  This  special 
course  will  be  found  on  the  25th  page  of  this  catalogue. 

The  Preparatory  Course. — There  is  a  preparatory  class  in  St. 
Stephen's  for  the  convenience  of  both  these  classes  of  students. 
Young  men,  when  they  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty,  do  not 
care  to  enter  a  preparatory  school,  but  they  can  find  no  objec- 
tion to  being  in  a  class  attached  to  a  college  in  which  they  may 
partake  of  all  its  privileges  and  be  subjected  to  only  the  same 
discipline  and  regulations.  Only  those  who  intend  to  enter  the 
College  are  admitted  to  this  class.

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ADMISSION 


The  following  persons  will  be  received  as  students,  viz. : 

Those  who  present  evidence  of  having  been  appointed  scholars 
of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  ; 

Those  who  present  testimonials  of  moral  and  religious  char- 
acter and  who  are  prepared  to  commence  their  classical  studies 
for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  of  this  College,  or  who  are 
prepared  to  enter  any  advanced  class  ; 

And  those  who  wish  for  special  preparation,  in  order  to  enter 
the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

All  students  are  on  probation  until  Epiphany,  when  they  may 
be  required  to  matriculate.  They  must  be  at  least  fifteen  years 
of  age  and  be  ready  to  subscribe  the  declaration  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

An  aptitude  for  study,  industrious  habits,  perseverance,  an 
obedient  and  orderly  disposition,  and  especially  a  love  of  works 
of  piety,  are  qualities  which  should  characterize  those  applying 
for  scholarships.  When  young  men  recognize  the  want  of  any 
of  these  qualities,  it  would  be  well  not  to  accept  an  appointment 
to  the  College,  and  thus  save  themselves  and  their  friends  from 
future  disappointment  and  mortification. 

All  applicants,  whether  for  the  Preparatory  or  the  Freshman 
class,  will  be  examined  in 

Arithmetic, 

Geography, 

English  Grammar, 

Spelling. 

From  those  who  come  from  any  Academy  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  a  Regents'  certificate  of  Academic  Scholarship  will  be 
received  in  lieu  of  the  above  examination. 

Applicants  for  the  Freshman  class  will,  in  addition  to  the 
above,  be  examined  in  the  following  subjects  : 
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Latin:  Csesar,  four  books ;  Virgil's  iEneid,  six  books ; 
Cicero,  six  Orations  ;  Sallust's  Catiline  ;  Virgil's  Eclogues ; 
Part  First  of  Collar's  Latin  Prose  ;  and  Grammar,  including 
Prosody. 

Greek:  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  three  books  ;  Homer's  Iliad, 
three  books  ;  and  Grammar,  including  Prosody. 

Mathematics:  Algebra  to  Quadratic  Equations,  and  six 
books  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Elementary  French  or  German:  Each  student  will  be  re- 
quired to  present  one  of  these  languages. 

English:  (1)  No  candidate  will  be  admitted,  whose  work  is 
notably  deficient  in  point  of  spelling,  punctuation,  idiom,  or 
division  into  paragraphs.  The  examination  will  be  based  upon 
the  books  prescribed  by  the  uniform  entrance  requirements  in 
English.  The  following  books  are  recommended  for  reading  ;

For  the  class  entering  in  1899: 
Shakespeare,  Macbeth. 
Milton,  Paradise  Zost,  Books  I  and  II. 
Burke,  Speech  on  Conciliation  with  the  American  Colonies. 
Carlyle,  Essay  on  Burns. 
For  the  class  entering  in  1900: 

Shakespeare,    Milton,    Burke,   as  in    1899 ;  in    addition, 
Macaulay's  Essay  on  Milton,  and  Essay  on  Addison. 
For  the  class  entering  in  1901: 

Shakespeare,   Burke,   Macaulay  as  in   1900 ;  in  addition, 
Milton's  Minor  Poems. 
(3)  A  short  essay  based  on  the  required  reading. 
There  will  also   be  required   for   entrance  a   knowledge  of 
American  History,  of  the  Elements  of  Civil  Government,  of 
Greek  History,  and  of  Roman  History. 

For  the  above  examination  for  the  Freshman  class  a  Regents' 
College  entrance  certificate  will  be  received. 

Certificates  will  not  be  received  for  studies  pursued  by  the 
College  classes.

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SPECIAL  COURSE  FOR  CANDIDATES  FOR  ORDERS. 


An  opportunity  is  afforded  to  those  who  do  not  intend  to 
pursue  the  regular  course  of  study  for  a  degree,  but  who  wish 
to  become  candidates  for  orders,  of  reciting  with  such  classes  as 
will  prepare  them  for  an  examination  on  the  subjects  prescribed 
by  the  canons  of  the  Church.  Such  a  course  will  require  two 
or  three  years,  according  to  the  previous  preparation  of  the 
student.  Those  who  satisfactorily  sustain  the  examination  will 
be  furnished  with  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  examination, 
according  to  the  canon,  will  embrace  the  following  subjects:

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EXAMINATIONS. 

The  standing  of  students  is  determined  entirely  by  examina- 
tions, which  are  conducted  partly  in  writing.  There  is  an  ex- 
amination at  the  end  of  each  term  on  the  studies  pursued  dur- 
ing that  term,  provided  the  book  or  study  has  been  completed. 
A  student  marked  below  75  is  regarded  as  not  having  sustained 
his  examination,  and  will  not  be  recommended  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  until  all  the  required  examinations  are  sus- 
tained. 

By  a  rule  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  may  be  conferred  on  those  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  three  years' 
standing  who  shall  have  performed  satisfactorily  such  literary 
exercises  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the  Faculty. 

COMMENCEMENT. 

The  next  annual  commencement  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
June  15, 1899.  Divine  service  will  begin  in  the  College  Chapel 
at  12  o'clock  m.,  and  the  usual  literary  exercises  of  the  students 
at  1  p.  m. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  consists  of  more  than  13,000  volumes. 

Liberal  contributions  have  been  made  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L. 
Pruyn,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hoffman,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Moore,  the  Rev. 
J.  B.  Gibson,  D.  D. ,  and  by  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion 
and  Learning.

A  fire-proof  Library  Building  has  been  erected  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  C.  F.  Hoffman. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hoffman  has  also  established  and  endowed  a 
Lectureship  on  Libraries. 

The  first  lecture  was  delivered  in  1893,  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Hoff- 
man, D.D.,  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  on  "The  Library,  a  Divine  Child;" 
the  second,  in  1894,  by  Gen.  James  Grant  Wilson,  D.C.L.,  on 
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"  The  World's  Largest  Libraries;"  the  third,  in  1895,  by  the 
Rev.  E.  N.  Potter,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  L.H.D.,  on  "Wash- 
ington, a  Model  in  the  Library  and  Life." 

A  Text-book  -Library  has  been  established  by  an  Alumnus, 
the  late  Rev.  R.  M.  Hayden,  M.A.,  which  furnishes  most  of 
the  books  used  in  the  classes. 

A  valuable  collection  of  Philosophical  Apparatus  was  pre- 
sented to  the  College  by  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn  in  1863, 
which  has  since  been  enlarged.  Mr.  John  Campbell  presented 
a  telescope  in  1875.  The  telescope  is  an  achromatic  refractor 
of  eight  inches  aperture  and  ten  and  a  half  feet  focal  length, 
made  by  Fitz.  It  has  been  placed  in  a  building  which  was 
erected  for  the  purpose. 

A  collection  of  minerals  and  shells,  containing  about  6,000 
specimens,  has  recently  been  presented  by  a  friend  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

St.  Stephen's  College  is  an  Academic  Body,  composed  of 
religious  men — Trustees,  Professors,  and  Students — who  are 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  The  re- 
ligious culture  of  students  is  a  prominent  object.  For  this 
purpose  they  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  and  evening 
services  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  usual  services  on  Sun- 
day, under  the  pastoral  superintendence  of  the  Warden  of  the 
College. 

GROUNDS  AND  COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 

The  landed  property  of  the  College  consists  of  about  160 
acres  of  ground,  beautifully  diversified  by  wood  and  lawn,  and 
peculiarly  well-fitted  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  stu- 
dents in  their  leisure  hours. 

The  College  Chapel  is  a  pre-eminently  beautiful  building  of 
stone.  It  is  also  the  parish  church  of  the  neighborhood,  having 
been  consecrated,  in  1860,  by  the  name  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents.  It  is  the  gift  of  John  Bard,  Esq. ,  of  Annan- 
dale. 

The  brick  building  called  Aspinwall  Hall  was  erected  in 
1861.  It  is  seventy-five  feet  by  forty,  standing  on  elevated 
ground.     It  contains  recitation  rooms,  rooms  for  thirty-two 
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students,  and  refectory,  which  is  under  the  superintendence  of 
a  matron,  who  resides  in  the  building. 

During  the  summer  vacation  of  1868,  a  building  seventy  feet 
by  thirty-eight  was  erected.  It  contains  accommodations  for 
thirty-one  students  and  for  a  College  officer. 

The  Ludlow  and  Willink  Hall  was  built  in  1869.  It  is  the 
residence  of  the  Warden  of  the  College,  and  also  contains  a 
spacious  hall  for  public  purposes.  This  is  a  memorial  gift  of 
Elizabeth  Ludlow  and  her  sister,  Cornelia  Ann  Willink,  of 
New  York. 


A  dining  'hall,  sixty  feet  by  thirty,  was  built  in  1873,  with 
money  given  by  Miss  Preston,  of  Barrytown.  It  is  called  Pres- 
ton Hall. 

Two  sections  of  the  south  wing  of  the  new  College  building, 
affording  accommodation  for  twenty-four  students,  there  being 
twelve  sitting-rooms,  with  two  bed-rooms  attached  to  each, 
were  opened  February  2,  1885.  The  building  is  constructed  of 
blue  stone  from  Ulster  County,  trimmed  with  Ohio  sand-stone. 
The  south  section  is  called  H.  Potter  Hall ;  the  next  section  is 
called  McVickar  Hall. 

Two  more  sections  were  built  in  1891,  which  will  accommo- 
date twenty-four  students.  Each  is  called  Hoffman  Hall,  the 
gift  of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Hoffman,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  D.C.L. 

The  first  story  of  the  gymnasium  has  been  completed,  and 
covered  with  a  temporary  roof. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  charges  per  annum,  for  board,  washing,  fuel,  lights,  and 
partly  furnished  rooms,  are  $225.  There  is  no  charge  for 
tuition.  The  bills  are  payable  half-yearly  in  advance.  Board 
at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week  will  be  charged  for  the 
Christmas  and  Easter  recesses.  The  charges  to  those  not  living 
in  the  College  are  forty-five  dollars. 

VACATIONS. 

There  is  a  vacation  of  twelve  days,  from  December  22  ;  and 
of  ten  days,  at  Easter  ;  and  from  Commencement,  June  15,  till 
September  6.  All  students  are  required  to  return  to  College 
so  as  to  be  ready  to  attend  recitations  the  morning  after  the 
term  begins.  The  failure  to  do  so  will  subject  the  student  to  a 
fine. 

SITUATION. 

The  College  is  situated  on  the  Hudson  River,  in  the  town  of 
Red  Hook,  in  Dutchess  County,  between  Barrytown  and  Tivoli. 
It  is  easily  reached  from  the  Barrytown  station,  which  is  about 
two  and  a  quarter  miles  distant.  The  post  office  address  is  An- 
nandale,  N.  Y.  Telegraph  office  and  express  office  at  Barry- 
town, N.  Y.     Telephone  at  the  post  office. 

SOCIETIES. 

The  following  societies  are  recognized  by  the  College  author- 
ities: The  Eulexian,  the  Kappa  Gamma  Chi,  the  New  York 
Sigma  Phi  chapter  of  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Fraternity,  the 
Missionaky  Society,  and  the  St.  Peter's  Brotherhood. 

The  Exdexian  Society  was  organized  in  1860,  the  Kappa 
Gamma  Chi  in  1868,  and  the  New  York  Sigma  Phi  chapter  of 
the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Fraternity  received  its  charter  in 
1895.  The  meetings  are  held  Friday  evening  of  each  week. 
The  exercises  consist  of  declamation,  composition,  and  debate. 

The  Missionary  Society  was  organized  in  1864.  Its  purpose 
is  to  encourage  a  missionary  spirit  among  the  students  and  to 
furnish  means  of  obtaining  missionary  intelligence.  The  meet- 
ings are  held  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month. 
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The  anniversary  of  this  society  is  celebrated  with  divine  ser- 
vices in  the  College  Chapel  the  evening  before  Commencement. 
The  annual  sermon  was  preached  in  1898  by  the  Rev.  John 
Charles  Roper,  D.D. 

The  St.  Peters  Brotherhood  is  an  association  devoted  to  reli- 
gious and  charitable  works,  under  the  direction  of  the  Warden 
of  the  College,  among  the  persons  who  attend  the  Chapel  as 
their  parish  church.

HONORS. 

Prizes  are  given  at  Commencement  for  superior  scholarship 
in  daily  recitations. 

The  Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.D.,  left  11,000,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  given  as  an  "  annual  prize  in  money,  or  a  medal, 
or  otherwise,  as  the  Warden  shall  determine,  to  the  scholar  of 
the  graduating  class  who,  intending  to  enter  the  ministry  of  the 
Church,  shall  excel  in  elocution." 

Mr.  William  Ashmead  Bartlett,  of  Keble  College,  Oxford, 
has  established,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  John  Bard,  a  prize  of  books 
to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  given  to  the  Primus  of  the 
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graduating  class;  but  when  there  is  no  Primus,  the  books  will 
be  given  to  the  College  library. 

Those  designated  Primus  and  Secundus  must  not  only  be  the 
first  and  second  in  the  class,  but  their  marks  in  the  whole 
College  course  must  average  at  least  95  for  Primus  and  90  for 
Secundus. 

Mrs.  Pruyn  gives  fifty  dollars  in  prizes  of  books,  in  memory 
of  the  late  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York — the  Hon.  John  V. 
L.  Pruyn,  LL.D. 

An  annual  prize  was  given  by  the  late  Rev.  Francis  Harison, 
D.D.,  an  Alumnus  of  the  College,  to  the  best  scholar  in  the 
Greek  of  the  New  Testament.  It  is  now  given  by  the  Rev.  E. 
A.  Enos,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Troy,  N.  Y. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Darlington,  Ph.D.,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Brooklyn,  has  given  a  prize  for  an  essay  on  Temper- 
ance. Awarded,  1891,  to  E.  E.  Madeira ;  1892,  to  J.  M.  Nei- 
fert;  1893,  to  Charles  Fiske;  and  1894,  to  John  H.  Wilson. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Rev.  John  McVickar,  D.  D.,  bequeathed  to  the  College 
$2,000  for  the  endowment  of  a  scholarship,  which  the  Trustees 
have  named  The  Mc  Vickar  Scholarship. 

The  Caroline  Bard  Scholarship  entitles  the  student  nominated 
by  the  Warden  of  the  College  to  $225  annually. 

Forty-four  scholarships,  established  for  the  aid  of  young  men 
studying  for  the  ministry,  were  supplied  last  year  by  the  So- 
ciety for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning.  They  are  given 
on  examination.  For  marks  averaging  from  seventy-five  to 
eighty-five,  $125  ;  for  marks  from  eighty-five  to  ninety-five, 
$175  ;  for  marks  above  ninety-five,  $250.
